The rioting has continued in various places 
in the city all the evening, but in such a de- 
sultory, systemiess manner ms to defy any 
connected description. Wherever a large body 
of wen of one religion find a small body of the 


opposit faith there is an assauit made at once. 


Wherever police are tound in the Orange quar- 
ter unprotected by soldiers they are immediate- 
ly attacked. In several cases the police thus 
attacked fired wildiy on the crowd, using buck- 
shot cartridges, Many freshiy wounded bave 
been brought to the hospitals for treatment. I 
cannot hear of any deaths, but at least two 
have been mortaliy wounded during the even- 
ing. The worst feature tonight has been the 
increased amount of indiscriminate firing from 
houses. The business and finer portions of 
Belfast have been entirely untouched by the 
disorders. Tonight's fighting empbasized the 
leaders nor any 
general plan except the desire to kill the 
‘police and each other. Tomorrow is expected 
to show definitly whether the rioting will con- 


Many rumors réport the kill of a late 
member of Parliament for — also con- 
cerning a pitched battle between the Orange- 
men and the police, but all, so far as I can tind 
out, are untrue or grossly exaggerated.

Both parties claimed a Victory. It is believed 
that two persons were killed and that their 
bodies were smuggled to their homes. One 
witness declares that sixty persons fell, many 
of whom were dead. It was evident that each 
party intended to annihilate the other. 
The mobs were dispersed by military and po- 


lice, It is reported that during a commotion 


on Stank Hill the police were preparing to 
fire when they were confronted by mili- 
tary and peremptorily ordered to de- 
sist. The police sulleniy lowered their 
r fles and the military commander 
succeeded in urging the riotera, most of whom, 
it is believed, were Protestants, to return to 
their homes. A certain man was chased four 
hours by a mob thiratime for his blood. 
but be eluded his pursuers after a 
desperate effort when nearly succumbing to 
exhaustion. The police rescued him by chare- 
ing bis pursuers at the point of the bayonet. 
A boy was chased by a mob on emerging from 
the back entrance of a factory and was badly 
beaten. 

Fifty rioters have been sentenced to terms 
of imprisonment ranging from one to six 
months. 

At 2 o’elock this morning the mob made a 
desperate attack upen the police with stones, 
badiy wounding some of them. In Ballyma- 
earret the police were attacked with stones 
and a polece inspector burt. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Chief Secretary for 
Ireiand; Prince Edward of Saxe-Weimar, Com- 
mander- n-Chief of the Irish forces: and Sir 
Robert Hamilton, Under Secretary for Ireland, 
had a conference at Dublin today, at whicad it 
was decided to invest the superior military 
Officers at Belfast with magistral powers. The 
local Justices today ordered that all taverns be 
kept closed from ö o'clock this afternoon until 
Thursday. Ata peaceable meeting of arti- 
sans today resolumons were adopted strongly 
condemning the police. At the Methodist 
Ministers’ Conference a resolution was passed 
ey pressing regret at the reckless sacrifice of 
life. At two inquests verdicts were rendered 
refiécting on the conduct of the police. Nine 
more inquests will be held tomorrow. at which 
startling revelations are expected. A serious 
mé@iée bas taken place on Park street. The 
furniture in maay houses was broken up to 
make wecpons for the mob. 

The heaviest fighting Sunday night occurred 
in Springfield. It is stated that the battle was 
waged in regular guerrilia fashion. The Catu- 
olics beld a fleid protected by trees, while the 
Protestants occupied an embrasure opposit, in 
which they lay down. The contestants aimed 
with remarkable coolness, picking each other 
off as if they were so many targets. They 
were.not interfered with by the police or sol- 
diers, who were fully occupied in the city. It 
18 rumored that sixty of the rioters were shot 
down, maby of whom were killed. 

If rioting breaks out again it is likely that 
martial law will be proclaimed,

COUNTY ASSESSMENTS. 


FRANK ADAMS ADVISES THE BOARD 
TO RECONSIDER ITS ACTION, 


And the County-Attorney Agrees with Him 
—Klehm and Van Pelt Smother the 
Opinions and Refuse to Keconsider— 
Nothing Will Be Done, However, in the 
Way of a New Assessment—What the 
Commissioners Themselves Are Really 
Assessed On. 

Mr. Francis Adams, the attorney, at the ro- 
quest of the Committee on Juries and Equali- 
zation of Taxes, furnished that committee an 
opinion yesterday. Mr. Adams was called in 
to advise Mr. Kleum and his associates what 
was best to be done in regard to the reasse«s- 
ment plan adopted by the board. Had it been 


entirely satisfactory to the committee it would 


have been presented at yesterday's meeting of 
the board. Instead of that it was carefully 
locked up. Mr. Klehm, when asked what Mr. 
Adams’ opinion was in regard to the reassess- 
ment, said: “Mr. Adams has submitted an 
Opinion, and it is to the effect that the action 
of the board was perfectly legal. There were 
some private expressions, which have no legal 
bearing op the matter, however, which we will 
not make public yet.“ 

In order, however, to give the public an un- 
derstanding of Mr. Adams’ opinion as offered 
Sew committee, the substance is given as fol- 

ws; 

Mr. Adams was asked by the board: 

First—Whether the Board of Commissioners of 
this county can legally set aside the assessment 
of the real and personal property as returned by 
the local Assessors and order a new assessment 
for a larger amount? 

Second—In the event that the Assessors, or 
some of them, should refuse to make a new as- 
sessmentin accordance with the instructions of 
this hoard, what would be the remedy? 


His advice generally in the premises: 


The first paragraph of the law (often pub- 
lished) relates simply to ualizing between the 
town assessments, which is not at issue in the 
present case. The statute, in the last paragraph, 
authorizes the board to set aside an assessment 
and to ordera new one made. There is no adju- 
dication by the Supreme Court in reference to 
that part of the law authorizing the to set 
aside an assessment, but I sce no reason to doubt 
its constitutionality. If the board has the power 
it would be the official duty of the Assessors to 
make a new assessment in accordance with the 
instructions of the board. Butif the Assessors 
were to refuse to do this there should be a 
prompt, speedy, and effective remedy. I fear 
there is none. The County Board has the power 
of appointment in case of a vacancy in the office 
of Assessor; but refusal to perform an official 
duty does not create a vacancy. 

The practical question which demands the im 
mediate and careful consideration of the board 
is, whether, in view of all the circumstances, the 
board should assume the great responsibility of 
setting aside the assessment. I have examined 
carefully the preambleand resolution adopted by 
the board at its last meeting. It is apparent 
from the preamble that the complaint is not that 
the present assessment is, as compared with 
the previous assessments, unusually defective, 
but that the public expenses have so largely in- 
creased that a sum sufficient to meet them can- 
not, within the limitations of the Constitution, 
be levied on the assessment. This is a conse- 
quence and also an filustration of the vicious 
system, or rather want of system, which pre- 
vails throughout the State in assessing property 
for the purpose of taxation. ; 

It has been the custom so long to assess prop- 
erty at some fractional part of its fair cash value 
that it has become almost a part of the common 
law of the State to violate the revenue law in 
that respect. The results of this are deleterious 
—a total want of uniformity in the assessments 
of counties; municipal and quasi municipal cor- 
porations find it im ible to levy enough to 
meet their needs, and the rate of taxation ap- 
pears to new residents to be at least 200 per cent 
more than it actually is if estimated on a cash 
valuation. No County Board can reform this 
vicious system; nothing short ofan act of the 

lature, 

‘hat will or at least may be the consequences 
of setting aside the present and ordering a new 
assessment? This board need not be reminded 
that no lawyer is infallible; that my conclusions 
as to the power of the in the premises are 
merely an opinion, and that even though the 
most learned lawers of the bar should assent to 
these conclusions, no one of them would venture 
to predicate with any degree of certainty what 
will be the Supreme Court's decision of a ques- 
tion not heretofore adjudicated. Should the 
court decide the pro action of the board to 
be invalid the result would be the post- 
ponement for at least a year of the 
collection of the taxes for the current year. 
On the other hand, suppose the proposed action 
of the board to be legal, and that the Supreme 
Court, on the question being presented to it, will 
se decide, but that the Assessors, or some of 
them, will exhaust legal resourcesin contesting 
the matter, even then the assessment might be 
delayed six months, a year, or longer. astly, 
suppose the action of the board to be valid and 
the Assessors to proceed without unnecessary 
delay to make a new assessment, such new as- 
‘sessment must be made as nearly as may be in 
conformity with the provisions of the statute in 
all respects. Difficult questions will arise, and 
if we can base an opinion on past experi- 
ence and observation a large propor- 
tion of the taxes will be contested on 
application for judgment in the County Court, 
and as respects personal property taxes in chan- 
cery the tponement for any considerable 
length of e of the collection of the taxes may 
drive the city and the county to the issuing of 
scrip or warrants against the levy, and it is a 
serious question what warrants would be worth 
drawn against a levy upon an assessment the 
validity of which would ineyitably be questioned. 
The more the question is considered the graver 
and more humerous will the reasons against set- 
ting aside the assessment appear. Iam advised 
that by the rules of the board any order or reso- 
lution of the board is subject to reconsideration 
at any time before the approval of the min- 
utes or record of the proceedings of the meeting 
at which the resolution was passed, so that it is 
not too late to recede from the proposed action. 
My advice to the Commissioners is, to reconsider 
and rescind at their next meeting the resolution 
adopted at their last meeting which purports to 
get aside the assessment and to possess their 
souls in peace, they being in no degree responsi- 
bile for any defects in the assessment. Mr. Law, 
the County Attorney, and I have counseled to- 
gether and discussed the questions involved, and 
the conclusions above stated and advice given 
are our joint conclusions and advice.

The situation would be as it was in 
1874, when the school-teachers, policemen, and 
firemen couid obtain no pay.

THE FORESTS IN FLAMES.

A LARGE DISTRICT IN CENTRAL WIS- 
‘CONSIN SWEPT BY FL&E. 


At Spencer 500 People Are Homeless and 
Much Property Is Swept Away—The 


Woods Still Burning—Farm Buildings" 


and Grain Constantly Overtaken—The 
Village of Colby Threatened—Losses at 
Neilisville and Chippewa Falls—Mar- 
quette, Mich., in Danger—Other Blazes. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Avg. 9.--For an almost 
uninterrupted distance of nearly 100 miles 
north of Stevens Point, along the line of the 
Wisconsiu Central, forest fires are raging and 
bundreds of men are fighting the flames, seek- 
ing to save the towns and villages hemmed in 
by them. Telegraphic communication is great- 
ly interfered with and details are meagre. 
At Colby fire is raging on two sides. It 
required the desperate efforts of the entire 
population to save the village. A gale bas 
been biowing all day, and several times the 
fires reached to within thirty feet of the buiid- 
ings and were kept in check. Tonight the 
wind quieted down but the pecple are tired 
out, and it the gale resumes the village is 
doomed. Tonight the Village of Prentice, in 
Marathon County, is surrounded by flames, 
and it is feared that it will be swept out of ex- 
istence unless the wind dies down. Near Chip- 
pewa Falls the fires are confined to the prairies 
and no buildings were destroyed. Several 
farms were devastated of their crops. In the 
Menominee River region copious rains have 
extinguisbed the fires that have raged there. 
Estimates of the pine burned in this region 
place the amount at upwards of 100,000,000 
feet. | 

Along the Valley Division of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad are located the 
most extensive cranberry marshes in the 
West. There bas deen no ram (for 
weeks, and growers fear that they will 
be. swept from end to end if fre is once com- 
municated to them. Along the line of the 
Milwaukee & Northern Rallroad forest fires are 
raging between Coleman and Stiles. This ter- 
ritory was burned over once before, and - the 
present conflagration is confined to the under- 
brush. The most serious fires, however, exist 
in the heart of Clark and Marathon Counties. 

Advices received at the Wisconsin Central 
offices here are that millions of feet of stand- 
ing pine bave been burned. Thousands of 
cords of wood piled adjacent to the railway 
track, many hundreds of dollars’ worth of 
ties, deserted lumber camps, isolated dweili- 
mgs, and much other property is burned. Tele- 
grapb poles are burned off, miles of wire are 
on the ground, and communication between 
Milwaukee and points along the Northeru Di- 
vision of the Wisconsin Central Read is cut 
off except by the company's private wires, 
which are operated by means of ground con- 
nections. 

It is feared that other villages besides Spen- 
cer that are in the way of the flames muy be 
fall at once 
and extinguish the fires. People who passed 
through the burning territory by train say 
that the blazing forests light up the heavens 
in every direction. The air is laden with 
smoke that bangs over the country like a 
biack pall. . 

. MItwauKkes, Wis., Aug. 9.—| Special. }]—The 
latest reports from the scene of yesterday's 
forest fires state that 500 persons are homeless 
at Spencer, and that the loss will be $300,000. 
The flames are still raging in the woods, sweep- 

It is repo:ted that beavy fires were raging

The latest advices tonight show no abatement 
of the forest conflagrations.

Thie city is under a cloud 
of thin smoke which shrouds the lake, ob- 
structing the view. Pendill's slaugbter-house, 
located north of the city, burned during the 
night. Presque Isle, the new city park, bare- 
ly escaped devastation by a change of wind. 
The powder mill, two miles north ot the city, 
bas been in danger all day. The owners have 
succeeied in fignting of the flames, but the 
works arestill in danger. The atternoon train 
on the Detroit, Mackinac & Marquette Railroad 
was stopped by the fire near Sand Rover, 
twenty miles east of bere. All the doors and 
windows were ciosed and a successful rush 
made through the flames.

Mrs. Bradley, the wife, left last evening 
for the home of her brother-in-law in Cleve- 
land, O., and Mrs. Bradley, his mother, who 
wus a member of bis family, left at the same 
time for Detroit. It was learned yesterday that 
Bradiey, the day before his departure, settied 
with some of his creditors by giving notes. 
Friends have also settled some of the most 


pressing claims to prevent attachment of the 


househoid effects and consequent annoyance 
to Mrs. Bradiey. Mrs. Bradley has announced 
ber intention of -disposing ot enough of her 
personal effects to settle all claims, but bas 
asked for time enough to dispose of them to 
advantage. That she will be abundantly able 
to carry out ber intentions is shown by the 
fact that she was offered $10,000 for her library 


yesterday. 

Regarding the aliegations made that Bradley 
in bis capacity as manager added considerably 
to his income by asking favors of a financial 
nature of contractors to whom contracts were 


awarded, as publisned in THs TRisuNE yes- 


terday, it was acknowledged ; esterday by per- 
sons in a position to know that there was a 
foundation of fact in several cases in the alle- 
ga tion, but that bis opportunities in that di- 
rection were limited, from the fact 
that supplies as a rule are bought by 
& purchasing agent. Bradley, however, bad 
great influence, in that urgent recommenda- 
tions oy bim would be apt to resuit in tue pur- 
chase of the particular material recommended 
by him.

** While our district was in session in the lat- 
ter part of July,“ he continued, “a clipping 
was read from the New York Sun. This arti- 
cle was extensively copied in the Western 
press and caused great indignation in District 
30. The tenor of it was that there were two 
factions in the district—for and against Pow- 
derly—and that these two were fighting. The 
reading of the article caused great surprise in 
the convention, as the members bad not been 
participating in any quarrel, for the simple 
reason that every man in the district was for 
Powderly first, last, ana all the time. ‘There 
were seventy-five delegates in all, and with 
them went seventy-five votes for Powderiy.

Our headquarters are in Bos- 
ton, and it is a not uncommon sight to see 
committees of our men and manufacturers 
sitting side by side consulting and adjusting 
scales of wages and prices. We believe in in- 
teliigent action—in building and not destroy- 
ing. 1 find in this city an idea prevalent 
that the Knights favor destruction, but 
this, I must say, is entirely unjust. 
The troubie is caused by hangers- 
on and is blamed on the Knights. I see the 
men in this city have taken hold of tne polit- 
ical power, but I have not looked into it yet 
and know nothing further than what I read in 
the daily press. I am not in favor of the work- 
ingman taking any independent politica! action. 

In my experience of ten years in treating 
‘with employers of all sorts I have in every 
case been treated in a gentlemanly manner 
and in nearly every instance find them wiliing 
to sette and adjust differences amicably. 

“Anarchists? We don’t find any trouble 
with them in the East. The Anarchist is a 
rare bird throughout the country until you

FROM CHICAGO IN A BAD WAY.

Is All Owing to the Round-Trip and 


ing Been Sent Out Indiscriminately— 
Action to Be Taken—The Efforts Made. 


Owing to the presence in this market of a 
large amount of the return portions of round- 
“trip tickets issued by the trunk Mines and 
cut tickets of the issue of the lines 
west of Chicago the . east-bound passenger 
traffic of this city is in a bad state of demoral- 
ization. Nerrly every scalper in the city is 
supplied with such tickets, and they are selling 
them at a reduction of-from 84 to $5 from tar- 
iff rates. In nearly every instance where ro- 
duced rates were granted to meetings and so- 
cieties in the West tickets were issued indis- 
criminately by some of the trunk lines. Large 
blocks of the return portions of Educational 
Society tickets, Siingerfest tickets, and others 
are being constantly detected in thé hands of 
scalpers, and it is the belief that those 
return coupons were never attached to 
any tickets used by members of the organiza- 
tion which were entitled to them, but were 
placed into the Western markets directly by 
the Eastern roads. The same is the case with 
the Western portions of tickets found in the 
hands of scalpers. These, it is believed, were 
sent bere with the portions from the point of 
issue to Chicago torn off to be used for the 
purpose of cutting the rates. 

Most of the latter, it is stated, read over the 
Niagara Falis Short Line and the West Shore. 
The tickets issued by the Eastern trunk lines, 
however, catise the most serious trouble, as 
the Western tickets, it is claimed, “ have a 
String attached to them,“ and can be with- 
drawn at any time. The Baltimore & Ohio re- 
ceives most of the blame for the presence 
of those cut coupons in this market. 
This company does not belong to the trunk- 
line passenger pool, and made the overissue of 
those ticket to strike a blow at its competitors. 
The pool lines which are members of the pool 
in order to get even with the Baltimore & 
Ubio resorted to the same practices, thereby 
causing rate cutting and demoralization not 
only from Chicago but throughout the West. 
In order to provide measures by which the de- 
moralizgation can be stopped and the mainte- 
nance of regular rates be secured from this 
city East, Coairman George H. Daniels bas is- 
sued the following cali for a meeting of the 
Chicago Committee of East-Bound Passenger 
Trafo: 

A meeting of the Chicago Committee of East- 
Bound Passenger Traffic will be held at this office 
Wednesday morning, Aug. 11, at 11 a. m., to con- 
sider the present demoralization in east-bound 
1 rates brought about mainly, as Lun- 

erstand it, from the 12 in this market of 
the return gee of round-trip tickets, issued 
by the trunk lines and cut tickets of the issue of 
the lines west of Chicago, and such other ques- 
tions as may properly come before the meeting. 

There is but little chance of settling the 
above difficulties so long as the present system 
of making reduced rates to meetings and con- 
ventions prevails. It is the general opinion 
that by issuing such tickets only to parties of 
ten or more on one ticket would prevent the 
abuse of the return portions, as they could not 
be sold to or used by smale individuals. Such 
auction, however, can only be bad by the unan- 
imous consent of the various roads east from 
Chicago and St. Louis, and there is but littie 
prospect that all roads will favor such reform. 
Another reform that will bave to be made if 
the manipulation ot tickets by scalpers is to 
be stopped is to do away 
commission system. 80 long as com- 
missious are paid to ticket agents 
they are apt to share their commissions 
with scalpers and thus afford them an oppor- 
tunity to make better rates than can be ob- 
tained at the railroad ticket-offices. Besides, 
ticket agents will always favor those roads 
that pay them the largest comm ssion, or, if the 
commission is uniform by all lines, will favor 
those roads who they koow are im favor of 
continuing the system and discriminate against 
the lines which they suppose to be opposed to 
the payment of commissions. 


The Kansas City Passenger Troubles. 

The threatened dissolution of the South- 
western Passenger Association has been 
averted through the diplomacy of Commis- 
sioner Wilson. The trouble caused by the 
stocking of the Kansas City market with re- 
turn coupons of ed ucation al sodiety tickets of 
the Baltimore & Ohio's issue has not yet been 
settled, and a $9 rate from Kansas City to 
Chicago still prevails. But the Burlington, 
or rather the Hannibal & St. Joe, no longer 
ciaims the right to make whatever rate it fads 
is necessary to meet the outside competition 
without informing the Commissioner or con- 
sulting the other roads in the association. 
After considerable correspondence the Hann!“ 
bal conceded the right to promulgate the rate 
to the Commissioner, but that the latter 
promptly name the zate that may be found 
necessary to protect the interests of thus or 
other roads. Had the Hannibal & St. Joe ad- 
bered to the position it first assumed in this 
méeétter it would bave been impossible to keep 
the association together, and each road would 
have gone in and made whatever rates it 
pleased, the result of which would have been 
another war. That this has been avoided by 
the concession made by the Hannibal & St. 
Joe causes general satisfaction in Western 
rail:oad eircies. Commissioner Wilson sent 
the following notice to the General Managers 
of the various roads in the Southwestern Pas- 
senger Association yesterday: 

I am in receipt of telegram from Mr. J. F. Bar- 
nard, General Manager of the Hannibal & St. 
Joe, expressing the desire of his company to have 
rates made and controlled from this office, and 
asking that I provide measures promptly to 


name the rates which may be necessary to a 1 


tect his company against the competition o 
regular tickets in hands of brokers. I have ad- 
vised him that I will promptly authorize any rate 
which may be asked for over his signature and 
for which he will assume official Pyne 
With a view of placing all lines on an — 7 t 
is proper to say that any rate which may be 
asked for over your signature as necessary to 
meet the irregular rates of brokers at Kansas 
City will likewise be promptly authorized. 

It is stated that only about seventy-five of 
the Baltimore & Onio return coupons remain 
in the Kansas City market. If this is the fact 
rates will no doubt be restored before the end 
of the week, as that number of tickets would 
be disposed of within two or three days.

Although having a majority 
of Republicans in the Board tuns 
little caucus was not in a very amiabie frame 
of mind. They saw plainly that no matter 
what they agreed to do the “wang” was 
against them. For County-Attorney the names 
ot George Bass and F. A. Herrimg were pre- 
sented. Mr. Lynn proposed the latter and 
urged his claims so eloquently that Herring's 
name was finally put on the siate. When the 
name of H. M. Peters was presented for War- 
den of the insane asylum a moon was pre- 
sented to abolisn the position. This faiied 
of passage and Mr. Peters was nominate, 
There were more candidates for County Agent 
presented—George Berz. Gen. Mann, and John 
M. Smyth. This brought out considerable 
talk, but it was finally decided that Mr. Smyth 
was the most fit man tor the position.

SPIES AND PARSONS TESTIFY. — 

Three of the Anarchist prisoners, Schwab, 
Sples, and Parsons, were placed on the wit- 
ness-stand yesterday. Schwab com ported 
himself with dignity. He was examined by 
Mr. Foster as to his whereabouts the night of 
the haymarket slaughter, and denied in whole 
and in detail the statements concerning him 
sworn to by the witnesses Thompson and 
Gilmer, and corroborated the story of his 
travels to Deering and his speech-making 
there as told by the various witnesses ex- 
amined in his behalf. He made only one 
damaging admission. He said he was “ cc- 
editor,” not assistant editor, of the Arbeiter- 
Zeitung. He refused to say whether or not 
he was an Anarchist. No effort was made to 
establish his innocence on the general charge 
of conspiracy. | 

Had the counsel for the defense limited 
their examination of the defendants to 
Schwab they would have helped their case. 
They insisted, however, on putting Spies on 
the stand.

Zeitung on his fellow-prisoner Schwab and 
on the publishers of the paper. His explana- 
tion of his conduct at the meeting near 
McCormick’s factory was at variance with 
his own account thereof written the same 
evening and published in the Arbeiter- 
Zeitung the following day. He said 
he exaggerated the casualties on the occasion 
on the basis of a report published in an even- 
ing paper of the previous day. He failed to 
state that the morning papers containing the 
true statement of the facts appeared on the 
streets tea hours before his own paper went 
to press. He Wok credit to himself for re- 
buking the persons who had a circular print- 


ed inviting the workingmen to come to the 


haymarket meeting armed and in full 
force, though he admitted having written 
the Revenge circular, which was much 
more violent in its language than the poster 
cailing the meeting. His explanations as to 
the presence of dynamite bombs in his ed- 
itorial desk and dynamite packages on his 


shelves and his apology for his interviews 


concerning street-fighting and the use of ex- 
plosives were flimsy and unworthy of cre- 
dence. He tried to make the explanation 
of his haymarket speech the occasion of 
a harangue to the jury on the 
woes of the workmgmen, but he was 
not successful. He completely broke down 
when Most’s letter to him concerning the 
labor troubles in the Hocking Valley was 
read, and fell back on the untenable. defense 
that he had not answered the letter, and that 
he had no correspondence with Most. The 
letter was introduced in evidence and showed 
beyond dispute that Spies must have hada 
good understanding with the imprisoned 
editor of the Freiheit. When he left the 
stand it vas apparent that the defense had 
made a mistake in putting him on it. He 
materially helped the case for the prosecu- 
tion. 

Parsons’ testimony in the afternoon took 
the shape of a stump speech to the jury from 
the witness-stand. He tried to give his 
speech at the haymarket meeting a mild and 
moderate character, If Parsons’ account of 
himself were to be believed, he was only a 
humane person who championed the moderate 
demands of the workingmen. He admitted, 
however, that he was an Anarchist, and had 
counseled the use of dynamite—for purposes 
of resistance to what he deemed an unjust 
exercise of power. Both Spies and Parsons 
implicitly obeyed Most’s instructions to con- 
vert the witness-chair into a speakers’ stand, 


Hut in so doing they did not better their case.

Herr Johann Most, the New York Anarch- 
ist editor now languishing in a New York 
prison, to his Dear Spies.” This letter 
made a sensation in court, It is additional 
proof, if any were needed, of the villany of 
the Anarchists. Most was dissatisfied with 
the results of agitation, and he informed his 
Dear Spies”’ that he was in a condition to 
furnish ‘‘medicine,”’ and the genuine 
article at that,” for the settlement of labor 
troubles. The dissatisfed workingmen 
might not be informed as to the use of 
genuine medicine” (by which he meant 
dynamite, no doubt), but Most was prepared 
to instruct them. Directions for [the] use 
fof the dynamite] are perhaps needed by 
these people” (the Hocking Valley strikers). 
Such directions were recently published in 
the Fr.“ (the Freiheit, Most’s paper). Ap- 
pliances I can also send,” Mr. Most was 


good enough to say. His Dear Spies” 


knew what the appliances meant. Had he 
not the bombs, the nuts, the fuse, and the 
fulminatmg caps in his editorial desk? If 
Spies considered the address of Buchtel 
(some Hockmg Valley emissary of the 
Anarchists, doubtless) reliable Most was 
willing to ship 20 or 25 los.“ of the 
„ medicine to him, either by express or in 
another way.“ Until he knew Buchtel 
better, Most would only write to him in a 
general way.“ It would perhaps not be safe 
to do otherwise.

After reading Most's letter to his dear 
Spies the people of Chicago will probably 
conclude that they have been fortunate in 
haying escaped the machinations of the An- 
archist gang at the sacrifice even of the 
brave lives that were lost the 4th of May. It 
is a matter for congratulation that Most and 
Spies are now behind the bars. But Buchtel, 
Rau, and Schnaubelt are still at large, and 
the murder societies which they organized 
are yet in existence.

Tue investigation of the charges of mal- 
feasance against Commissioner Squire in 
New York is bringing out some interesting 
points. One of the weapons of the defense 
isa series of counter-charges against the 
Mayor, which Squire’s attorneys have threat- 
ened to present to the Governor as the basis 
for Mayor Grace’s removal. This suggests 
some of the curious provisions of the New 
York code. The Mayor cannot, under the 


‘law, remove municipal officers without the 


approval of the Governor, while his own re- 


moval is provided for as follows: 

The Mayor may be removed from office by the 
Governor in the same manner as Sheriffs, except 
that the Governor may direct the inquiry pro- 
vided a, law to be conducted by the Attorney- 
General; and after charges have been received 
by the Governor he may, 22 the investiga- 
tion, suspend the Mayor for a period not exceed- 
ing thirty days. 

The advisability of vesting the power of 
removal in the Mayor alone and holding him 
responsible under the foregoing law has been 
several times urged In vain, and yet the wis- 


dom of it would seem to be obvious. 


Ir is reported that the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad is indisposed to carry oil to Bal- 
timore, as it is under a contract with the 
Standard Oil Company which makes it more 
profitable to refuse such business than ac- 
cept it. The Philadelphia Record reports 
discrimination by the Pennsylvania Railroad 
between members of the Commercial Ex- 
change of that city. Little has been heard 
in this part of the world recently in regard 
to discriminations between parties doing 
business here, but under another form the 
evil makes itself severely: felt The 
railroads will carry stuff through this 
city on cheaper terms than they charge 
if the property be consigned to mer 
chants for sale in Chicago. It may 
seem strange that this element of unfairness 
should so strongly pervade our transporta- 
tion system, which is professedly based on 
the principle of serving all alike, but so it is. 


CuicaGco elevators contained last Saturday 
evening 8,300,215 bushels of wheat, 2.723, 192 
bushels of corn, 812,447 bushels of oats, 150,- 
356 bushels of rye, and 58,746 bushels of bar- 
ley; total, 12,044,956 bushels of all kinds of 
grain, against 15,843,711 bushels a year ago. 
During the last week our stock increased 
697,335 bushels, including an increase of 
28,313 bushels of wheat and 207,642 bushels 
ofcorn. For the same date the Secretary of 
the Chicago Board of Trade states the visible 
supply of grain in the United States and 
Canada as 386,752,992 bushels of wheat, 
8,697,705 bushels of corn, 2,021,567 bushels 
of oats, 429,198 bushels of rye, and 252,669 
bushels of barlvy. These figures are larger 
than the corresponding ones a week ago by 
2,096,194 in wheat and smaller by 549,538 in 
corn. The visible supply of wheat for the 
corresponding week a year ago increased 
71,086 bu. 


As AN offset to the Republican anti-saloon 
movement some enterprising Democrat should 
start the ball for an anti-law-and-order con- 
vention.

There is still a good deal of uncertainty as to 
what action the tral Committee is likely to 
take oa this matter. When Mr. S. B. Raymond 
left for the East last week some of his friends 
gave it out that he had secured written prom- 


/ ises from one-half of the members that the 


convention for making nominations would not 
be called until atter his return, Those who 
favor an early convention scout this idea, 
and some of them intimate that Raymond left 
the city so that his friends could 
insist that the county nominating convention 
should not be called during bis absence. It is 
also claimed that neither a majority nor any- 
thing like it would sign such a pledge. 
Whetber Mr. Raymond's devarture was in- 
duced by a desire to secure a postponement in 
that way. or whether he bas pledges enough to 
prevent the calling of the convention at this 
time, can only be determined at the meeting 
Thursday. 

In the meantime the discussion is becoming 
general and is attracting very great attention. 
Ihe advocates of an early convention say that 
it will not be called until Mr. Ray mona’s return, 
if be comes Lack in a reasonable time. Wen 
be started it was his iaten non to be home by 
next Monday, and if he d so there will be 
plenty of time afterward ‘fall tne committee 
together and arrange for the convention, Un- 
der the law five days’ notice must be given be- 
fore the primaries are beld, and i! they are 
cailed for Aug. 27, as is proposed, any time be- 
fore the 22d will do for issumg the formal an- 
nouncement. The advocates of an early con- 
vention were stil insisting yesterday that a 
majority of the committee would be in favor 
of ah early call, but at the same time 
it was admitted that committeemen 
from two wards, whose delegations will prob- 
ably support Col. Davis for Treasurer, would 
be likely to vote for the postponement of the 
convention, They are from the 8 xth and tne 
Fourteenth Wards. The former is Gvorge 
Kroll, who is the committeeman from tbe 
Sixtn Ward and also a candidate for County 
Commissioner. He bas already announced his 
support o Col. Davis, but is said to be desir- 
ous of making some local combinations in the 
Sixta Ward that will necessitate nis voting for 
a late convention, In the Fourteenth Ward it 
is conceded that Col, Davis will have the dele- 
gation for Treasurer, but in the preliminary 
matters Knopf, the committeeman, is said to 
have a strong leaning toward the interests of 
Jack Stephens, ana will accede to his desires 
far enougt to beip put of the nominations. 
This interest giows out of combinations be- 
tween the Filth, Eighth, and Fourteenth 
Wards at the town convention last spring, and 
is said to have the approval of Uoroner 
Hertz. ut in spite of the possible 
failure of Kroll and Knopf to vote for an 
early oonvenuon, those who favor doing ali 
the work at one time contend that they will 


still be able to secure a majority of votes for 


their proposition. It was reported yesterday 
afternoon that Mr. Raymond's friends bad be- 
come frightened over the matter, and bad tel- 
egraphed him to return home as soon as pos- 
sible. 


The Labor Organizations Figuring on Leg- 
islative Candidates. 

In connection with the efforts of the labor 
organizations to obtain representation in the 
next Legisiature it 18 stated that those efforts 
will be mostiy confined to the Third, Rieventh, 
Fifth, and Ninth Distriets. In the Third the 
labor organizations will content themselves 
with trying to secure the election of a member 
of the Lower House. There is no chance to 
elect a labor representative as Senator. Mark 
L. Crawtord will probably be the nominee for 
the Lower House. Mr. Crawford is an uncom- 
promising Democrat. It is not likely, there- 
tore, that he will receive many Republican 
votes. He will divide the Democratic vote 
with Thomas Jefferson McNally, the Morrison- 
fan- free trade candidate. Mr. Crawford’s can- 
didacy will therefore imperil Mr. McNally’s 
election, but will not affect the Republican 
cand date. 

In the Bleventh District a peculiar state of 
affairs exists. A young man named Bagby (or 
Baviey) who took a conspicuous part in the 
Aidermanic contest last spring in bebalf of 
Hillock is one of the candidates who seeks the 
nomination for Senator from the Labor Con- 
vention. He is a member of the Knights of 
Labor and of the United Workingmen’s Asso- 
ciation. His affiliations have been Democratic, 
but if the workingmen nominate 
not be indorsed by the Democrats. The party 
organization iu the district is controlled by the 
anti-Hiiltock Democrats. Fora time the latter 
favored the nomination of Henry F. Sheridan 
tor Senator. “Spot’’ Cunningham, one of the 
Central Committeemen, is ambitious to become 
an Alderman from the Fifth Ward. He 
wishes to get Sheridan out of his way in order 
to nave a clear fleid. Sheridan prefers to be 
Alderman, however, and does not care about 
the Senatorsbip. He would not object to the 
nomination for County Clerk, as he thinks 
that in certain contingencies he would obtain 
the support of a portion of the Republicans of 
the Fitth and adjoining wards. Since Sheridan's 
ambition in this direction bas become known 
his old colleague, ex-Aid. Edward P. Burke, 
has been treeiy mentioned for the Senatorship 
and will probably get the Democratic nomina- 
aon. With Bagiey in the fleld supported by 
the Hiliock Democrats, and Burke supported 
by the aati-Hiilock or gang Democrats, the Re- 
publicans ougbt to have a good chance to elect 
their candidate if he is a good man. The 
Stephens-Mamer faction have, through Kent, 
promised to support Dick Powers of the sea- 
man’s Union, Mr. Powers was a candidate for 
the Lower House four years ago, and notwith- 
standing be bad the factions of the independ- 
ent organization of the district, he made a 
poor showing, owing to the hostility of the 
packing-house emp oyés, growing out of the 
butubers’ unsuccessful strike some years be 
fore.

Quade attucked the Irish Republican Brother- 
bood and kindred societies in his sermon yes- 
terday. The societies referred to were known 
as branobes of the Fenian organization under 
various names, as Clau-na-Gael and oters, all 
affiliated with the Irish Republican Brother- 
bood.

day. A passenger on the train from Chi- 
huebua City this morning says that it is 
koown positively that Gov. Maceyra has 
ordered the Paso del Norte authorities in case 
of attack from Texas to cut off the prisoner's 
bead and deliver it to the Americans. Eight 
hundred Mexican troops are said to have ieft 
Lagos for Paso del Norte Sunday night. It is 


asserted that a second demand bas been made 


that American officers be notified to leave 
Mexico. Large crowds gather at every street 
corner, and the arrival of Company F of the 
Tents United States Infantry at Fort Bliss, 
which was assigned here two months ago, bas 
caused arumorto the effect that eight car- 
loads of United States soidiers were 

spot. The bad effect of these difficulties upon 
business is becoming very apparent, and 
everything looks like war froma Mexican 
Stand point. 

The authorities have just calied Cutting be- 
fore the court in Paso del Norte, and Consul 
Br.gham is in attendance. 

On arriving in court Cutting was notified 
that be had been granted an appeal to the Su- 
Preme Court of Chibuabuaand that the lawyer 
who bad been officia.ly assigned to his defense 
bad forwarded the necessary papers in the 
case, This proceeding may keep him in Paso 
del Norte for some days. 

Col. A. J. Fountain of the First New Mexico 
Militia today telegraphea Gov. Ross from Las 
Cruces as follows: | 

Events at Paso del Norte indicate that our 
Government will shortly require aid and volun- 
teers to mointain the honor of our flag on the 
frontier. I announce myself ready with 
Grilled, disciplined, and equipped men to take 
the field should New Mexico be called upon to 
furnish aid.

Outting was informed yesterday that be 
would be taken to Chibuahua on che south- 
bound Mexican Central train. He feared that 
he would be massacred on some pretext if 
thev took bim away from the border, and his 
friends bave busied themselves in his behalt. 
The following teleg am was sent by the prison- 
er to the Governor ot Texas: 

“ Jo the Hon. John Jreiand, Governor of Texas: 
As acitizen of Texas I ask of you the protec- 
tion that my friends assure me you can and 
will extend to me. A. K. CuTTine.”” 

A body of determined and well-ar med min- 
ute-men has been organized on this side and 
are ready for duty at a moment's notice 
shouid anytbing requiring their services oc- 
cur. The men are under the command 
of coolkminded officers and win not 
precipitate an outbreak. The Mexicans 
continue to fear that a force. will 
cross the river, and have an additional force 
on duty. The soldiers in the barracks wore 
paraded through the streets during the even- 
ing, when a great many Americans, as is the 
custom, bad crossed the river. 

It is very evident that the officials and peopie 
of Chibuatua belie e the Government of the 
United States will backdown. They think our 
State Department will be sat sfied by Minister 
Mariscai’s efforts, and will submit to the pun- 
ishmeat of Mr. Cutting. The conviction and 
sentence of Cutting, in the face of a perempt- 
ory demand of the American Governmeat for 
his release, have produced a proiound sensation 
here, and bas occasig@ned much comment and 
excitement in El Paso, The feeling is preva- 
lent that our Goveroment has taken a position 
from wien it cannot back down. 

Au interview with a United States army 
officer gives an alarming view of the defense- 
jess condition of Ei Paso in case of war. Un- 
doubtedly, the first blow would be struck at 
Ei Paso. He sald no precauuons whatever 
had been taken to gua’ d against the capiure 
of the town or massacre of the people. The 
men of Ei Paso will simply -have to depend 
upon themselves for protection. The force at 
Fort Bliss would not be suflicient to protect 
the town. The Mexicans could place two or 
three cannon io a sheltered place bebind the 
mess on tae Other side, and in half au hour 
lay thie city in ruins, or at least make it 60 un- 
healthy that the people would be glad to move 
in a hurry. Capt. Kumm, commander of the 
fort, Says be bas not recerved a word of in- 
struction of any sort in relation to the Cutting 
affair.

James F. Fogg. 
Mr. James P. Fogg, an old and well-known 
resident of Chicago, died yesterday-morning at 
residence of his daughter, Mrs. Howe, 


from b art-disease. Mr. Fogg was born Nov. 
26, 1812, at Raymoad, N. H. At the age of 14 
he learned the printing business and when 15 
entered an office at Exeter, N. H., and re- 
mained there three years. When 18 be was 
pressman in Boston, and for two years worked 
off Joseph T. Buckingbam's Daty Courier and 
Garrison's Liber tor. At 20 be was in Deer- 
fieid, Masa,, printing the Frank in Freeman, a 
paper brought into existence by the anti-Ma- 
sonic excitement. Io the editorial manage- 
ment Mr. Foeg was assisted by Col. 
Evapbrus Hoyt and Capt. Elijab Wiil- 
lams. He went South and remained 
there seve:al years accompanied by bis broth- 
er. The two delped build the first bouse in 
Jacksonville, Fia., and lived em Richmond, Va., 
several years. His next move was to Rochbes- 
ter, N. T., where be remained nineteen years. 
Much of that time be gave to newspaper pub- 
lishing, and in 1848 was a delegate to the Free- 
Soil Convention at Buffalo which nom:nated 
Van Buren and Adams tor President and Vice- 
President. In 1852 de was the Free-Spil 
candidate for Congress from the Rochester 
district. He was always noted for his out- 
spoken opposition tosiavery. In 1862 he came 
to Chicago, and had remained bee ever since. 
He had made several trips to Europe, and his 
acquaintanceship in both that country ahd 
this was extensive. Two years ago there was 
but one older subscriber than he on the books 
of the New York iribune. Before the fire he 
owned considerabie property here, but the 
flames swept all away. He was one of the Chica- 
go delegates to the Unitarian Convennton at Sa- 
ratoga,and also a delewateto the first National 
convention ot that denomination over twenty 
years ago, and be had been a very prominent 
member of the Unity Church foralong time. 
Ever since he was in Chicago he was engaged 
id the seed business, and was one of the oldest 
men in the business in this country. The firm 
name before the fire was J. P. Fogg & Son, but 
afterwards a company was formed witt dim at 
the bead, the name being the Western Seed 
Company. For the last six months be had not 
engaged in active business. Upon the back of 
bis card was printed the following; 

“T expect to pass through this world but 
once; it there be any kindness I can show, or 
any good 1 an do any human being, let me do 
it now. Let me not deter or segieot it, for I 
shall not pass this way again.” 

The funeral well take place Wednesday aft- 
ernoon from bis daughter's touse, No. 1856 
Belmont avenue.

DISGUSTED BY FLYNN’S TREACHERY | 
AND SQUIRE’S INSUBORDINATION. 


Pained at Finding Himself Alone He Fur- 
nishes Mayor Grace with the Evidence 
Against the Conspirators— Disposition 
Made of Samuel J. Tilden’s Property— 
The Estate Worth About $5,000,000— 
Arrival of Henry Irving and Ellen Terry 
A Telegrah Office in a Treetop. |

conspiracy of Hubert 0. Thompson, Maurice 
B. Flynn, and Rollin M. Squlre to divide the 
spoils of the chief city department in the inter- 
ests of themselves and the County Democracy 
was developed today before Mayor Grace. It 
is now clearly shown that the exposure came 
as the revenge of Thompson upon nis young 
lieutenant and his tool, who be believed, and 
apparently with reason, bad entered into a 
tacit conspiracy to break his power. The only 
witness during the day was City Chamber. 
lain Ivens, who appears to have acted as 
& sort of general guide, philosopher, and friend 
to the whole crowd of the conspirators. To 
him all of them, and particularly Thompson 
and Fiynn, appear to have been perpetuaily 
unbosoming themselves as to their private dif- 
ferences. According to bim, Flynn and Thomp- 
son originally got the now famous letter from 
Squire for the express purpose of rendering 
themselves able to secure his indictment in a 
o iminal cbarge whénever he showed any 
signs, of going back on them. They also 
compelled Squire to give them his resig- 
nation dated in blank, which they were to 
use whenever they saw fit. Eighteen months 
ago Tuompson and Fly un became dissatisfied 
at the way in which Squire was keeping, or 
not keeping, bis agreement, and they then 
privately disclosed the existence of the letter 
and proposed to use it to compel Squire to 
resign if the Mayor would agree to appoint a 
new Commissioner who should be satisfactory 
to them, and especially who would guarantee 
not to interfere with Flynn and his city con- 
tracts. Negotiations in this direction were 
carried on for several months at odd speils, 
whenever Squire’s conduct became es- 
pecialiy objectionable to Thompson and Fynn, 
Dut the two politicians discovered that they 
had put themselves as deeply in the mud as 
Squire in the mire. They bad Squire where be 
was liable to indictment if they told ali they 


| knew; but they were themselves, and particu- 


larly Flynn, equally liable with tneir supposed 


- dupe. The matter finally became so desperate 


with them that Flynn offered to turn State's 
evidence and swear that be bad bribed Squire 


with money it the District-Attorney would 
guarantee nim immunity. Here again, how- 
ever, his own surewdness thwarted his 
desires. His bribery of 

aii been in the form of 

bim money, and the  District-Attorney 
was not satisfied that upon Fiyna’s evidence 
of these luans he cou.d be convicted of accept- 
ing bribes, Thompson and Fiyna up to this 
time had worked together, but Fynn appar- 
entiy finding that of the trio Thompson alone 
bad ciear skirts, so far as criminoal prosecution 
was concerned, eonciuded that his own safety 
was in Casting his lot with Squire. Thompson 
was surprised and pained to find himself ieft 
His two subor- 
dinates n municipal misgovernment evidentiy 
believed that bis own part in the corrupt affa:r 
was sO prominent, even if not criminal, that 
he would never dare expose them. They mis- 
calculated tue extent of Thompson's rage at 
finding bimself thus made te victim of 
treachery by men whom he had created. Wiid 
for reverge, almost the very day that he ob- 
tained certain proof of Fiyan'’s defection de 
took the guilty letter to Mr. Ivens, and 
through bim surrendered it to the Mayor to be 
used in the prosecution of Squire and Fiynn. 

The evidence of Mr. Iveus coumipieted the 
case ugainst Squire before the Mayor. To- 
morrow the defense. will begin. The 
grand jury continued all day its investi 
gation into the same scandal, and it is 
understood to have determined to indict both 
Squire and Fiyna. 

Henry Irving’s Arrival.

The President Gives Mathews Something 
to Do—Hedden's Successor Selected, 


Wasninaton, D. C., Aug. 9.—[Special.|—The | 


District Democrats will have to pocket their 
spleen against James C. Mathews, the colored 
man whose appointment as Recorder of Deeds 
was rejected by au almost unan mous vote of 
the Senate. The President today comwmis- 
sioned bim to be Recorder, in place of Fred- 
erick Dougiass, resigned. Mathews’ rejection 
was brought about by Democrats who thought 
a District man should have been appointed. 


He is from Albany, N. T., where, it was al- 


leged, be forced employés in the public service 
to vote the Democratic ticket on pain of being 
dismissed. Mathews will now have charge 
of the office until his rejection by the Senate 
at the next session, or until March 4, if the 
Senate should fail to act upon bis name during 
the winter. It is not likely that de will be 
confirmed, as only one Republican voted with 
the few Democrats who were friendiy to him. 
By the appointment of Dorsey Clagett to be 
Register of Wills the President may bave 
thought to overcome the prejudice against 
him by reason ot his appointment of Mathews. 
Clagett is a well-known Democrat who served 
in the Federal army, and the appointment 
meets with the approval ot District politicians. 

‘According to present arrangements the 
President will leave Washington about the 
middie of next week, and will uot return until 
about the Ist of October. He has cons derabie 
business on band, and will have to work pretty 
hard to dispose of it by the date set for his de- 
parture. 

The President has appointed and commis- 
sioned all of his nominees under the Interior 
Department whose cases were not acted upon 
by the Senate. There are twelve gentlemen 
who are thus reappointed, and among them is 
George W. Julian to be Surveyor-General of 
New Mexico, 5 

A successor to Collector Hedden will be 
named tomorrow. There is still as much doubt 
as to who it will be as ever, but the President 


will not appoint any of the notorious New 


York politic:ans. When Acting Secretary Fair- 
ehild returned from New York today be went 
to the White House and was closeted with the 
President foranbour. Tonight he states that 
the man was decided on during that interview. 
His name 16 known only to the President and 
Mr. Fairchild, and both of them decline to 
muke it public. 

Tue proposed enlargement of the Chicago 
Custom-House will have to be postponed until 
another appropriation can be obtained.

Meeting of the Board of West Side Park 

Commissioners. 

Tne West Chicago Park Commissioners met 
yesterday afternoon. A letter was read from 
a number of property-owners on Ash land gve- 
nue, between Washington boulevard and 
Twelfth street, desirme the board to take con- 
trol of that avenue and turn it into a boule- 
vard. The improvement committee was in- 
structed to confer with the property-owoners 
between Washington boulevard and Twelfth 
street on Ashland avenue, io see if they would 
be willing to bear all the assessments that 
might be necessary. A long letter was read 
from Mr. Gr fin of No. 744 Washington boule- 
vard compiulinmg of the condition of the 
grass Of the street, and saying that the trees 
needed water. It was decided that the trees 
sbouid be watered at least twice a week. 

Each Commissioner was allowed fifty com- 
plimentry boat-ride tickets for each park and 
the President 100. 

There seems to be considerable objection in 
the board to making a boulevard out of Ash- 


| land avenue. The objection is based on the 


lack of funds at the board’s disposal at pres- 
ent, and to a feeling that streets taken for 


the Lacbine Canal by electricity will probably 


result in the United States Government placing 


a series of electric lamps along the St. Mary's 
River. This channel is one of the most impor- 
tant of the inland navigable streams, and at 
the same time it is the most difficult to navi 
gate. it 16 sixty-nine miles in length. 
and is so shallow, crooked, and narrow 
that even the smallest vessels dare 
not ascend it except in daylight. 
The result is that the channel is crowded to its 
utmost capacity and collisions are of frequent 
occurrence, Congress has just appropriated 
$240,000 for straightening and deepening the 
most dangerous part of the river, and when 
the work is completed, Gen. Poe, who bas 
charge of the improvements, will recommend 
the erection of electric light towers the entire 
length. If the scheme is carried out the chan- 
nei will be greatly relieved, as it will enabie 
vessels trading to Lake Superior to move at 
nigbt. 
Freights and Charters. 

Owing to the scarcity of tonnage there was 
but little activity in the grain freight market. 
The demand for vessel-room was good, several 
shippers being quite anxious to eet their corn 
out of the elevators in time to stop storage 
eharges. Rates were steady and unchanged 
on a basis of 8 cents for wheat and 2% cents

The Heroine of the Lighthouse. 

To those who delight in old associations the 
Farne Islands are hallowed by the memory of 
St. Cuthbert, who lived for many years a her- 
mit there. Green tells how, once prior of 
Lindisfarne, but Worn out by his life's work, 
says a writer in the August Century, and by 
the disputes among his bretbren, be fied at 
last to “one of @ group of islets not far from 
ida’s Fortress of Bamboroug, strewn for the 
most part with kelp and seaweed—the home of 
the gull and the seal. In the midst of it rose 
his but of rough stones and turf. dug down 


within deep into the rock, and roofed with 


logs and straw. He was afterward Bishop of 
Lindisfarne for a short time; but “bis Bish- 
opric was soon laid aside, and two months 
after his return to his island hermitage the old 
man lay dying, murmuring to the last words 
of concord and peace.” 

Probably the Farne Islands have most claim 
to celebrity in modern times from the well 
known story of the wreck of the steamer For- 
farshire, This ili-fated ship left Hull on the 
5th of September, 1838, bound for Dundee. 
The next day a gale set in from north-nortb- 
east, and, owing to a leak in the boiler, the fires 
were extinguished, so sail was set to keep ber 
from going asbore. She drifted slowly and 
surely to leeward. In a dense fog, the gale 
still blowing, the starboard boat was lowered, 
in which eight of the crew and one passenger 
embarked, eventually bemg picked up and car- 
ried into Shields. A quarter of an hour after- 
ward, with forty souls on board, the ship 
struck upon the Hawkers rock near the Long- 
stone, and in a few moments the stern was 
swept away and witheit the Captain and nearly 
all the remaining crew. The bows drove high 
upon the rock, where, when morning broke, 
nine persons clinging to the wreck 
were seen by the occupants of the 
lighthouse, William Darling and his 
daughter Grace. They iaunched their 
boat, and, each taking an oar, embarked on a 
desperate attempt to render assistance. After 
long battling with the sea they at length suc- 
ceeded in reaching the rock, and it was only 
by Grace's skillful handling of the boat that it 
was saved from being dashed to pieces while 
Darling was engaged in getting the exhausted 
survivors, one by one. on board. All were 
safely conveyed to the lignthouse, where for 
three days and nights the same hand which 
bad taken so active a part in their rescue min- 
istered to their wants. 

The excitement caused by the heroism oc 
Grace Dariing was feit all over England, dd 
even now her name is a bhousebold word. 80

A & COMPLETE REVOLUTION PROMISED 


IN THIS INDUSTRY. 


té Pulp the Agency Which Is to Do 

the Work of Reconsiruction—History of 
tue Process and Its Introduction Into 
the United States—Fine Paper Made 
Cheaply and Yet So Well that It Is 

_ Equal to That Produced from Rags. 

It is confidently stated that the introduction 
of sulpbite pulp is gomg to work a complete 

‘revolubon in the manufacture of paper in the 
United States, and an authority like the Paper 
World asserts that the “entire business will 
be turned upside down, back end foremost, 
considerably reconstructed, and extensively 
revolutionized.” . 

The new factor, it is claimed, bas already 
obtained a strong and lasting foothold in this 
country, and bas begun to develop with great 
rapidity; ana such rapid progress has already 
been made that sulphite pulp will soon be in 
general use, so soon, in fact, that the people 
will wake up some morning and find a new 
kind of paper on the market, although it 
seems as yet that the manufacturers have not 
realized the importance of the pending change. 

All of the particulars relating to the subject 
bave not been made public as yet, but such as 
have are herein embraced. The credit of firs 
obtaining a wood fibre by the sulpbite process 

to B. C. Tighman, who first took out a 
patent therefor iv 1867. At that time, however,

| as A result of inadequate machinery or that 


its importance was not understeod. It was 
about this time, too, that tne Smith Paper 
Company of Lee, Mass., began making salabie 
paper out of mecbanical pulp. which also had 
atendency to divert attenuon from the sul- 
pbite process. In the meantime the soda proc- 
ess, which is now 80 extensively gained 
a foot hold, and at the present time the daily 


product of the soda fibre in this country 


amounts to about 250 tons. In this process, 
brietiy the wood is cut into chips, 
which are then put into digesters, where they 
are boiled ina. iquor made of soda ash and 


ume under a steam pressure of 100 pounds. 


Wooo is made up of cellulose, which is the 
fibre, and of an incrusting material calied anti- 
cellulose, which consists mainly of acids. 
These, when brought into cantact with a solu- 
tion of soda ot sufficient strength, chemicaliy 
unite with the soda and leave the fibres free.

sulphite tibre, por so cheaply obtained, but 
this is merely an opinion. The soda fibre 
ranges from tour to five cents per pound, 
sometimes bringing a little more, and bas been 
chiefly used in making book. card, biank-book, 
‘envelope, wood, manila, engine-sized writing 
papers, and bristol board. It has brought the 
price of paper to a low figure and bas enabled 
large buyers to save 50 per cont singe the time 
when paper was made solely of rags. The 
sode-fibre men maintain an organization to 
keep up prices and prevent a glut in the 


market. 
The bisuipbite idea was developed exten- 
sively by the Germans, but the Mitscherilich

the first mill to use it was built at Münden in 
1879 and 1580. process depends on the 
action of bisulphite, which, being an acid salt, 
cannot be worked in an iron boiler if the iron 
is exposec, but this is overcome in the process 
spoken of by the use of an interior lining for 
the digestor made of acid-proof brick.

OUR “PETROLEUM FIELD.” 


Dr. Edmund Andrews Says Oil Will Never 
Be Found in Paying Quantities Here. 

Dr. Edmund Andrews bas heard of the re- 
cent discoveries of petroleum in Lake View, 
but bas paid no particular attention to the 
matter, owing to other pressing engagements. 
In a conversation upon the subject last even- 
ing be said: “Ido not think any one can get 
petroleum in paying quantities in this 1:mme- 
diate vicinity, for the reason that no such de- 


| posits of petroleum have ever been found in a 


geological formation such as ours bere. When 
the limestone is reached in digging here you 
bave what is called in geology the Silurian pe- 
riod, which antedated by manv ages tue 
shale formawon of the Wevonian pe- 
riod, which its the source of the vast 
deposits of the Eastern 
States and Russia. I supvose that the oil 


| found in the rock at the bottom of the clay- 


bole is the same exactly as that found in other 
parts of Cook County in the same limestone 
formation, and in Central New York and 
other parts of the country similiar deposits are 
frequently discovered. It is an old, old story, 
and has frequenziy been commented upon and 
discussed by geological writers. This lime- 
stone formation is filled with minute cavities 
and indentations of the surface, and these, by 
some geological process, have become filled 
with petroleum. The reason that it can not be 
found in sufficient quantities to make drilling 
and pumping profitable is because the stone 
will not aliow the oil to percolate or run 
through it, and no matter what the grade of 
dip of the strate of limestone may be the oil 


can not ocoilect at any point. Added 
to ali this, the stone, where 
these minute deposits of oil are 


placed, is not to be found in sufficient quanti- 
ties bere to give any reasonable oil field. 1 
can rememoer going to the quarries at the in- 
tersection of West Chicage avenue and West- 
ern avenues before I moved to Chicago and 
collecting a quantity of crude petroleum from 
the surface of the water there which I took 
with me to the University of Michigan. It 
was of fair quality, but the limestone prevent- 
ed its being worked. At that time the ol die- 
coveries in the East were causing a great deal 
of excitement, and a spirituaiistic medium in- 
formed severai gentiemen that if they drilled 
deep enough there they would find a buge 
cavity filled with oil. Backed by Mr. Sau- 
feidt, the great distilier, they began work at 
once. The medium bad drawn a picture of 
the cavity for che men, and this was shown 
to me as the evidence of what they 
were driliing for. In this picture the 
walls of the subterranean oil-tank 
were decorated with shelis. I called the at- 
tention of these men tothe fact at there 
sbells were exact copies of those found in the 
ocean at the present day, and that such things 
did not exist at all on earth in the ages when 
this alleged cavity must have been formed, 
but that triflimg fact did pot shake their faith 
in the medium. They found a little oi) of 
course at first in the thin strata of limestone, 
and even below, for the reason that it dropped 
down into the hole from the small deposits 
which had been punctured. They worked 
down about 800 1eet, if | remember right, and 
then struck a flow of water. Then it wus an- 
nounced that they were looking for water all 
the time, and the medium said they bad 
struck a vast subterranean river. whose 
sources were in the Rocky Mountains. Tbat 
was the first artesian well in this city, but 
about a hundred others are now running. 

ou can find this same petroleum deposit 
in small quantities in the Chicago avenue 
quarries now. This stone bas been used for 
both building and paving in this city before 
and since the fire. The people here calied it 
tar-stone, and when it is freshly exposed the 
stench of the crude petroleum can be readily 
detected at some distance. The oid Second 
Presbyterian Church was built of it and burned 
down, and their new church, which stands to- 
day, is of the same material. You can tell it 
by its peculiar Spotted appearance.”

THEY LOVE NOT BISMARCK 


FIVE SOCIALIST MEMBERS OF THE 
REICHSTAG TRIED FOR CONSPIRACY.

Prince Bismarck's Struggle with the Social- 
ists—Arbitrary Action of the German Po- 
lice in Combating the Enemies of the 
Monarchy—Iluteresting Sketches of the 
Accused Leaders—How They and the 
Socialistic Cause Have Thrived on Perse- 
cution. 

BERLAN, July 18.—|Uorrespondence New York 
World. |—Successful as Bismarck has been in 
his foreign policy be has made a great many 
serious blunders in his management of home 
affairs. One of his gravest mistakes, is 
his system of unmerciful persecution 
and oppression of political adversaries. The 
Iron Chancellor is unable to perceive that he 
cannot treat ideas like French brigades, with 
gun, sword, and heavy artillery. The great 
political trial, where five Socialistic Deputies to 
the Heichstag and u few minor local leaders of 
the Social Democratic party are the defendants, 
will prove anew this regrettable lack of sound 
judgment. 

The anti-socialist law, promulgated Oct. 21, 
1878, virtually gave to the police arbitrary 
powers as far as the press, the organizations, 
and meetings of Socialists are concerned. All 
Socialistic journals were suppressed, all or- 
ganizations and societies dissolved, and pro- 
posed meetings probibited. The Socialists, as 
@ political party, practically seemed to be 
crushed entirely and compelled to disappear 
from public life. But the biow stunned the 

rty, yet did not annibilate it. The recognized 

aders regathered their forces and reorganized 
the party according to the demands of the 
hour. 

Journalistic e1terprises being impossible for 
them on imperial territory, they quietly started 
a weekly, the famous Sozial Demokrat, at Zu- 
rich, Switzerland, as their official organ and 


mouthpiece. This little sheet, conducted in 


its earliest days by Baron Georg von Volimar 
and afterwards by ite present editor, Eduard 
Berrstein, rapidly gained influence with the 
masses in the industria! centres of Germany, 
and, although prohibited by the authorities, 
regularly reaches its subscribers by means of 
an ingenious system of underground post.“ 
Minister von Puttkamer, Bismarck’s brother- 
in-law and obedient seryant, has repeatedly 
made use of quotations from tbis paper during 
the debates of the Reichstag, but the unpleas- 
ant things from the columns of the Sozial 
Demokrat sometimes interested and amused 
tha House instead of winning it over to the 
Government's views. The whole Official force 
of the Empire is unable to prevent or check 
the circulation of the indomitable little sheet. 

In the spring of 1880 the Sozial Demokrat 
published a call for a convention of the Soc al- 
istic party to take place somewhere outside of 
the boundaries of Germany. In August, 1880. 
fifty-six delewates mew curing three days at 
Wyden, a haif-ruined old castie near Win- 
tertour, Switzerland, talking over and settling 
ali matters of importance.. They remained 
undisturbed, for the police had been cieverly 
deceived and the spies arrived upon the scene 
too late only to learn that the delegates had 
taken the different trains homeward bound. 
When in 1881 the Socialistic party seated 
twelve of its members, three more than in the 
previous Reichstag, the fact was firmly estab- 


lished that it could outlive persecution and 


even grow stronger under it. 

In the spring of 1883 everythmg was pre- 
pared for a second convention, the police 
eagerly watching the southern [rontier for the 
delegates comme to Switzerland, while they 
clandestinely wended their steps northward 
and convened at Copenhagen. When the truth 
became known the work of the convention was 
already finished. 

Oa their return from Copenhagen two mem- 
bers of the Reichstag, Baron von Volimar and 
Carl Frobme, were arrested at Neumuenster. 
Holstein, bodily searched by the police and 


locked up, but discharged afterwards because. 


there was no case against them. In the 
Reichstag this arbitrary arrest of some of its 
members caused very lively debates; the ac- 
tion of the Government was roundly de- 
nounced as a breach of privilege and an arbi- 
trary act without the sligutest warrant in law. 
Herr von Puttkamer came out of the contest 
decidedly second best and therefore concluded 
to have his revenge in his own way. After 
duly consulting Bismarck he ordered the po- 
lice to do their utmost in unraveling the 
secrets of Socialists and getting evidence fur a 
trial under Secs. 128 and 129 of the Imperial 
Penal Code. These sections declare that the 
organization of secret societies for the purpose 
of frustrating any law or resistance to the 
measures of the Government by unlawful 
means is a criminal offense, the offenders being 
liable to imprisonment not exceeding two years 
for ormwanizers, leaders, and speakers, and not 
exceeding one year for simple membership. 

The police went to work with a will, making 
inpumerable searches ail over the country. 
seizing papers, books, and pamphiets in the 
residences of Socialists, meddling at the same 
time with the letter and express service of the 
imperial post, thus trying to get hold of any- 
thing in the shape of written or printed matter 
that might be used as evidence. Finally the 
evidence thus gained, toeether with a com- 
plete file of the Sozial Demokrat, was handed 
over to the Judicial Department. But the case 
was o weak that po court in Prussia could be 
induced to issue an indictment on such a basis. 
The good-will of the Saxon Ministry came into 
play. Herr Abeken, Chief of the Saxon De- 
partment of Justice, directed the Public At- 
torney of Chemnitz to have the case tried be- 
fore the Crimiaal Court of that city. and was 
obeyed. The court acquitted ali the defend- 
ants, finding there was no case against them. 
An appeal was taken to the Supreme Court of 
the Empire, the Reichsgericht, at Leipzig. The 
latter set aside the decision on a legal quibble. 
Now the court of Freiberg is designated to try 
the case. 

™e prosécution intends to prove that the 
very existence of the Socialistic party as a po- 
litical organization, the management of the 
elections, the way of getting pecuniary con- 
tributions for the different branches of polit- 
ica] work, the publication of an official organ, 
the organized distribution of said paper and of 
other printed matter, are in themselves con- 
clusive evidence of the fact that the defend- 
ants have organized their following as secret 
societies with the avowed purpose of frustrat- 
ing a law—wamely: braving and checking the 
effects of the anti-Sotialistic law above men- 
tioned. The defense will reply that all the ac- 
tions of the defendants are lawful; that the 
party is organized similariy to other political 
parties in Germuny, and that therefore it can- 
not come under the provisions of the Penal 
Code. The way of proceeding in criminal 
eases here is entirely different from that of 
American courts. Here the defendants can- 
not be sworn, but they are questioned by the 
presiding Judge on all the charges against 
them, and therefore enabled to take avery 
active part in the proceedings. If they are, as 
in the present case, men ot ability and orator- 
ical power, they can make it bot and empar- 
rassing for the prosecution and its witnessés. 

The defendants are August Bebel, member 
of the Reichstag for Hamburg: Baron Georg 


von Vollmar. M. R. for Munich; Ignatz Auer, . 


M. R. for Glauchau-Meelane: Louis Viereck. 
M. R. for the suburban district of Leipsic; 
Karl Frohme, M. R. for Altona, Holstein; and 
the local leaders Müller, Uirich, Heinzel of 
Darmstadt, Opfenbacn, and Kiel, respect- 
ively. Why the wrath of the authorities 
has singled out just these men for 
victimizing Heaven only Knows, for if 
the charges against them can be sustained 
they could just as well be made againet any of 
the elected Socialistic Deputies or against any 
protessed Socialist outside of Parliament. 

By tar the most prominent among these men 
is August Bebel, the recognized leader of his 
party—a man in the best sense of the word. 
When 13 years ola he began to work as an ap- 
prentice, learning the trade oi a turner. He 
aiterwards settled as a master turner in Leip- 
sic ind married a young seamstress, a poor 
but honest girl, who has bravely stood by 
him in all bis trials: and bardships and 


bas filled his life with the joys of 
happy family relations. Bebel took a 
lively interest in labor organizauons 


and soon became one of the best-known 
speakers of his class. During the firat few 
years be leaned towards the more conservative 
wing of the labor movement, but was won 
over to the more radical side by the results of 
bis studies, and then belped in organizing the 
Socialistic Labor party. He was seated in the 
first Reichstag in 1867, and has been returned 
to that body from different conetituencies 
ever since, now representing a district of Ham- 
burg. In 1872, together with bis friend and 
comrade, Wilbelm Liebknecht, he was tried 
for constructive high treason and sentenced 
to two years’ imprisonment. This triai is 
famous in the annais of German history. It 
has won over many. thousands to the ranks of 
Socialism, among others the well-known 
Radical, Dr. Jonann Jacoby. The sympa- 
thies thus aroused did far more for Bebei's 
cause than any number of clever speeches. 
He served bis term, using the time to com- 


_ plete bis education under the guidance of his 


learned comrade. A few years later he was 
tried and convicted on a charge of insult to 
ma jest v, and the Court, listening to the voice 
of party hutred. made use of a certain provis- 
jon in the law and declared his parliamentary

seat forfeited. His constituency reslected 
him, bowever, with such a sweeping majority 
that the authorities came to realize what a 
blunder they bad made. In the Heichstag 
Bebel is considered to be one of the most 
powerful and interestipg speakers on the floor. 

Auer is a saddler by trade, and one of the 
best-known men in the German labor move- 
ment. He is a tall, red-bearded man of great 
organizing powers, full of fire, and enerxy, and 
figbt, and a ready ana fluent speaker. He was 
expelled successively from Berlin and Ham- 
burg, bis home broken up repeatedly, but he 
is as game as a Danish bulldog, and will cer- 


Baron von Vollmar is an offspring of the oid 
Bavarian nobility. He went with the army 
into the French war and came home a cripple, 
both his legs hopelesly lamed by wounds. He 
joined the Socialistic party, and, together with 
Julius Motteler, started the Soztal Demokrat. 
but shortly afterward resigned to make room 
for a more aggressive pen. In 1881 he was 
elected to the Reichstag from a district in 
Saxony. Vollmar is a tall, broad-shouldered. 
man of 36 years, with fine, clear-cut features, 
and a powerful, deep voice. When stirred up 
by passion or by asneermg remar« from the 
other side, his voice sounds like thunder, and 
he pours forth a torrent of eloquence that will 
not pass without effect. , 


Reichstag from a district in Saxony. Viereck's 
mother in 1850 was well known in Berlin as an 
actress—a pretty creature who attracted the 
attentions ot Prince Wilbelm, the present Em- 
peror. Rumor bas it that his Royal Highness 
showed more than ordinary interest in the 
pretty stage-girl. When a year iater & bos- 
baby came, no name was placed on the official 
record, and it would be a dangerous matter 
Indeed to talk here today about Viereck's 
parentage without making sure first that no 
unwelcome listener is within reach of the 
voice. Yet every citizen of Berlin, beholding 
the handsome fieure of Viereck. is dying to 
whisper into his neighbors’ ears a word about 
the Hohenzollern-like apyearance of the young 
Deputy. If it was not for bis mysterious rela- 
tionship Viereck would baraly be a prominent 
figure in politiés. Althouga.a graduate of the

THE THA TRADE. 


The Cheap Grades Displacing Those of Bet- 
ter Quality. 

If the tea trade is ceasing to de as profit- 
able as it used to be the tea-drinker is also 
well aware that the quality of the stuf 
sold is no longer what it was. Japan, 
India, and Ceylon send us very sound teas, 
says the London Standard, though the English 
palate bas still to be fully educated to a liking 
for these brands. China, which at one time, 
had a monopoly of the supply, is falling off. 
It bas still rare samples for those who can pay 
for them. But few buyers being at hand the 
importers naturally prefer to minister to the 
coarser tastes of the less Opulent pubHc. Ace- 
cordingly, every year seems to bring cheaper 
and cheaper and worse and worse teas into 
England. Everybody wants something that 
costs little, and after a course of cheap teas, 
the buyer loses the appetite for good ones. 
He is even unable to distinguish a first- 
class from an inferior article. For 50 
men who can talk wine, there is not one 
woman who has an educated taste for tea. A 
well-to-do citizen would scorn to ask bis 
guests to drink a bottle of the acrid vintage 
which is associated with the Premier's name, 


and will instantly send from the table a bottle 
of corked wine. Yet that same host will bim- 


acooile in Canton or. Yokohama would toss 
into the street. The housewife who considers 
8 shillings and 6 pence a sufficient price for the 
best of tea would be astonished .to hear of 
Japanese growths worth between £3 and £4, or 
to be told that in Russia opulent families 
rarely drink anything under 10 or 12 shillings. 
Even now, plenty of the best Indian teas bring 
at auction as much as 3 shillings and 6 pence 
to 4 shillings per pound wholesale, though 
these fine brands, like the best qualities of 
China teas, are usually disposed of privately. 
Of the 70.000, 000 pounds of Indian tea sold 


every year in England, fuliy 40,000,000 
pounds are of a higher quality than 
anything received from China; but peo- 


ple prefer the poorer soris, simply because 
they are supposed to be cheaper. What is 
worse, the Chinese, finding that the rage 
among the western barbarians is all for cheap- 
ness, minister to our deteriorated taste by 
sending us worse qualities than they used to 
do, or reserve the best for themselves or for 
the Russians, who not only know what is gooa, 
but are ready to back their opinions with their 
purses. A little more extravagance in this 
direction would be excusable. Economy in 
teu-drinking is wastefulness. It would cer- 
tainly not ruin many people did they contract 
a taste for high-priced Souchong, or develop a 
weakness for the best of Bohea. The man 
who would insist on drinkmg notbing but 
Puerh tea of the I-bang district might delight 
his grocer, though the chances are that he 
would depress his wine merchant. It takes a 
good time to consume a pound of tea at 10 or 
12 shillings; and the heaith of the drinker 
might at the week’s end be better than if he 
had consumed a bottle of champagne a day, 
while bis pocket would undoubtedly be fuller.

A Boston Paper Reads Archbishop Elder’s 
Defamers a Stinging Rebuke—The Un- 
warranted Attack of a Cabal of Sore- 
heads. , 

Boston Republic’: It is difficult to under- 
stand how those individuals who took part in 
the so-called indignation meeting, held last 
Saturday in Cincinnati for the purpose of pro- 
testing against the longer continuance in that 
see of Archbishop Elder, can be considered

they indulged of the most unwarrantable sort, 
but it was Of a nature which appears to, and 
doubtiess will, call for severe ecclesiactical 
discipline, while their arrogance in petitioning 
the Pope to remove Archbishop Elder, if it is 
not treated with the silent contempt it merita, 
be be apt to evoke a sharp and stinging re- 
uke. 

The whole affair is another outcome ot the 
unfortunate financial transactions in which 
Archbishop Ejder’s predecessor, the Most Rev. 
John B. Purcell, and more especially his de- 
ceased brother, the Rev. Edward Purcell, en- 
gaged before the present prelate went to Cin- 
cinnati. The persons who lost money by these 
transactions—anad they were many—have 
doubtiess a good grievance, but that fact does 
not give them any right to assail the present 
administration, which is not responsible for 
the private doings of its predecessor, a judicial 
verdict to that effect having been rendered by 
the courts in Archbishop Eider's favor. 

There is not, perhaps, in the whole Catholic 
hierarchy of America a prelate who can better 
witustand such assauits as this cabal of sore- 
heads made on Archbishop Elder than that 
venerable prelate himself, and when this Cin- 


of the Archbishop's antecedents, they show 
themselves ignorant—that is, if their asser- 
tions can be believed, a difficult task—of 
facts of which other sections of the country 
have long been aware. Prior to coming six 
years ago to Cincinnati as coadjutor to the late 
Archbishop Purcell. William Henry Elder had 
been Bishop, since 1857, of the Diocese of 
Natchez, which comprises the State of Missis- 
sippi, where Catholics are few. and for the 
most part poor, ana where prelate as well as 
priest has difficulty to eke out a decent liveli- 
hood. While ordinary of that see Mgr. Rider

on the prelate of Natchez, and its selecnon 
was warmiy commended by the whole 
Catholic bierarchy and community of this

THE WILD MAN OF KANSAS. 
HORRIBLE AND SEN SATIONAL DISCOV- 
ERY MADE IN THE FLINT HILLS. 


‘The Murderous Work of a Maniac, Who 
Succeeds in Killing Sixteen Persons 
Within Three Years—A Ghastly Array 
of Grinning Human Skulls—His Last 
Assault and the Terrible Ending—The 
vie 

Sedan (Kas.) Letter in the Cineiunati En- 
quirer: Many of the most mysterious and 
startling events have occurred in this county 
during the last three years, and, by u most 
horrible and sensational discovery made in the 
Flint Hills, the key has been obtained to the 
series of mysteries. In July, 1883, a family by 
the name of Fentwek arrived from New York, 
and proceeded by team to a spot near the south- 
west corner of the county, where they camped. 
Being search of health, and baving at com- 
mand a plentiful supply of money, they made 
their camp a pleasant place and seemed to be 
supremely happy. The birthday of the young- 
est child, little Katie, took place about a week 
after their arrival, and the event was cele 
brated by a little feast and jollification. 

Her father, ever indulgent, yieldea to the 
wish of the little maiden, and presented ber 
with a locket of antique workmanship and of 
considerable value. After the bappy dinner 
was over Katie, the child, strayed, laughing 
and singing, away from camp, and was never 
seen again. 

Becoming alarmed at her prolonged absence, 
the father made a frantic but fruitless search. 
Almost distracted with grief, be returned to 
camp, justintime to seek shelter from the 
most violent storm that probably ever visited 


Chautauqua County. Trees were uprooted 
and the brawling streams became 
overflowing rivers. When the tempest 


subsided, a search party was got togewer, 
and, although among tnem were some of the 
most expert trackers in the Cherokee Nation, 
no trace of Katie could be discovered. It was 
believed that she had been drowned in some of 
the swollen streams. Early in December 
George Bitters, the half-breed mail-carrier, 
started on bis tri-weekiy trip from Sedan to 
Peru, and never arrived. His horse was found 
by a searching party quietly feedimg in the 
dense timber and scripped of saddle and bridle. 

In the spring of the next year Eimer Joun- 
son started out to bunt squirrels and taiied to 
return. His gun was found with the stock 
smashed, and beside it lay his oat witn a pro- 
fusion of blood upon it, but the boy bimselt 
had disappeared as mysteriously as the others. 
It was thought at the time that he had been 
killed by either a bear or puma. Last Septem- 
ber a party of young men, who had been camp- 
ing just across the line in the Territory, ar- 
rived in Sedan and told of finding a covered 
wagon with the skeletons of two horses tied 
to it. Upon investigation the facts were found 
to be as they bad stated. The wagon was oid 
and weather-beaten, and, as tear as could be 
judged, had been in the same position for as 
much as a year. Its contents were a few un- 
important articles. No trace of human beings 
could be found. 

Feb. 12 Oscar Beach, in company witb Frank 
Reveor, a half Creek and mulatto, was hunting 
withiu a half mile of the Nation line. They 
separated, and Beach was never again seen. 
The half- breed was suspected of having mur- 
dered bis companion, but nothing came of it. 
When the D., M. & A. Railroad, which will have 
cars running bere next week, began the 
grading and cutting at what is known as the 
Cascade they brougut a gang of Italians under 
the management of an irishman, Pat Durfee 
by name, who is almost a prodigy of 


strength. Durfee had a habit of wear- 
ine a heayy gold neck-chain. For sev- 
eral cousecutive nights the Italians, 


who camped io the timber in weather-beaten 
tents, complained that they were frequently 
aroused by some one prowling avout the camp. 
Darfee ridiculed their fears, but became im- 
pressed with their earnestnéss, and 80 re- 
mained on the watch in the midst of the camp. 
He fell asleep, but was aroused by feeling his 
watch-chain torn from him. and sat up, only 
to see a figure bounding away in the starlight. 
Piucking forth his revolver he fired, and the 
figure fell, with a yell of pain and fury that 
sounded like the roar of a wild beast. As 
Durfee approached the prostrate figure arose, 
revealing a man over six feet tall, ciad in a 
fantastic garb of leather and with an inde 
scribable look of fierceness. He hurled a huge 
club at Durfee, who attemptei to fire again, 
but was knocked senseless, while the stranger 
bounded away, in spite of a builet in his leg. 

As soon as Durfee recovered he started in 
pursuit with the Italians and a number of the 
Iriah graders. Three Cherokées acted as 
wuides. They followed the trail deeper ana 
deeper into the heavy timber and entered the 
wild and broken Flint Hilis. 

Late in the day they were suddenly halted by 
a large stone striking one of the Italians on 
the head, felling him to the ground. From 
behind a huge bowlder sprang the object ot 
the pursuit with turious yells, and rushed 
deeper into a jungle-like hollow in the hills 
that was almost impenetrable. The hollow 
ended abruptiy at what looked like the mouth 
of a cave. Here the wild man made a stand, 
partly concealed by a large stone, and began 
to throw misses with unerring aim in che 
midst of the pursuers. 

Three men fell, and Durfee fired every load 
in his pistol, but without more than wounding 
the strange being. Emboldened by his success 
he rushed at the little band of Italians, brand- 
ishing a huge club and roaring like the maniac 
that he clearly showed himself to be. Rigit 
and left he struck stunning blows, and men 
went down lixe nine-pins. The Irishmen were 
all armed with clubs and strove to disabie him, 
but without avail, while the ltalians drew their 
long knives, but seemed powerless to stay the 
savage onslaught. Finally Durfee dodged a 
stroke of the deadly club and closed with the 
maniac, but was buried to the ground in spite 
of bis great strength. But this gave the 
Italians an opportunity, and, wiid 
wth anger, they swarmed upon dim. 


The long knives were used so vigorously that, 


the raving man sank to the ground, cut and 
slashed all over his body. Ina few moments 
he breathed his last. As he lay with his feat- 
ures distorted and foam on bis lips one could 
hardly repress a shudder of dread at bis 
frightful appearance. His face was tanned 
by exposure to about the color of sole- 
leather, and was seamed by terrible scars. 
His nose was broken and had grown horribly 
distorted, and halt of his upper lip nad been 
torn away, exposing teeth like fangs. A 
tangied mat of iron-gray hair covered his 
bead and the lower portion of his face. 
Clasped around his wrists were a pair of heavy 
steel bands, from one of which depended a 
link of a chain. 

Uvoon entering the cave and following a 
winding passage some twenty feet long, a hor- 
rible sight met the eyes of the searchers. Upon 
a shelf of rock was a ghastly array of grinning 
human skulls to the number of sixteen, and in 
the centre of the cave lay a neatiy-arranged 
pile of human bones. There was a rude fire- 
place and a few cooking utensils, and a couch 
oi dry grass and skins near. Hanging from a 
series of pegs driven into rifts in the wail were 
an assortment of articles of all description. 
There was the j saddle and bridle of the mur- 
dered mail-carrier, and near hung the empty 
pouch. There were the clothes of poor Eimer 
Johnson and the gun of Oscar Beach, and neur- 
ly a hundred articles, the ownership of which 
was not known. The maniac’s treasures were 
found in a vocket rift in the wall. There was 
the locket of little Katie Fentwek and articles 
of all kinds and aii of value. The maniac was 
searched and Durfee’s watch-chain was dis 
covered. The Italians buried the body ina 
shallow gully and covered it with stones. It 
is believed that the maniac was a halt-breed 
member of the Delaware tribe, who had be- 
come insane several years before, and had 
escaped with bis irons still upon him and was 
supposed to have died from exposure. The 
greatest excitement prevails here, and the 
cave is daily visited by sightseers. Mr. 
Fentwek has been notified and will arrive to-

He Doesn't Like Such Sword Exhibitions. 

Cu1caGo, Aug. 9.—[Editor of The Tribune.) 
—Why do the authorities allow such brutal 
exhibitions as mat enacted between Duncan 
C. Ross and Sergt. Walsh at the Base- Ball Park 
the 7th inst. to occur? The sword contest 
was not scientific. It was an exhibition of bad 
temper on the part of one of the contestants, 
combined with the superior brute force of the 
horse and its rider over the other, who is a 
fairly scientific swordsman and angered his 
opponent by making three or four points very 
handsomelv in succession. 

The audience was a fairly large and respecta- 
ble one, but, as a matter of course, not ex- 
perts of mounted sword contests, and, there- 
tore. incapable of jndzing whether the contest 
on the part of the actors was fair and gentie- 
manly or not. The writer hereof does not sur 
that it wasn’t, but he bas been in the army 
twenty-five years, twenty of which has been 
as an Officer of cavalry. and, while he does not 
cidim to be a scientific swordsman, he is quite 
as likely to be able to judge of the merits of a 
mounted sword contest as the general average 
of people in such matters, and does not hesi- 
tate to condemn such a disgraceful proceeding 
as the one above referred to. The writer is 
not personally acquainted with any of the act- 
ors in the so-called sword contest referred to, 
and his only object ia writing this article is 
with a hope that it may catch the eye of some 
one in authority whose duty it should be to 
put a stop to such unscientific and brutal ex- 
hibitions, and especially ina pubiic gatnering 
composed largely of women and children. The 
writer by no meaus condemns scientific sword 
contests in public between gentlemen who 
prove themselves as such by keeping. their 
temper, fair play, and by not resorting to su- 
perior brute force instead of scientific skill to 
gam a point.

Something More About Boy Choirs. 

Cuicado. Aug. 9.—| Editor of The Tribune. | 
—As a matter of concern to those interested 
in the boy choirs oi this city, the communica- 
tion in Tun Trisune of Aug. 8 is very far 
from accurate in the claim made that Caivary 
Chureh choiris the pioneer organization of 
that character in Chicago. I beg the favor of 
a little space to make a statement in cor- 
rection. 

The first boy choir in Chicago was organized 
in the Cathedral of SS. Peter and Paul in 1867. 
Soon after the appointment of the Rev. J. H. 
Knowles from Naperville, III., and the Rev. C. 
P. Dorset from La Crosse, Wis., as canons of 
the cathedral, the late Bishop Whitehouse 
authorized these two clergymen to form a 
choir of men and boys as a part of the 
cathedral establishment. Canon Knowles at 
once beran the work of training the members 
of the new choir, and, with the assistance of 
Canon Dorset, soon tormulated a very cred ita- 
bie selection of voices. Shortly following the 
Rev. C. P. Dorset was transferred to the 
Parish of St. Stephen's, ana later took 
charge of Ascension Parish. The work of 
training and keeping up the choir thereupon 
fell entirely to Canon Knowles. From 1868 till 
1884 (when be was transferred to St. Clem-, 
ent’s) this gentlemaa bad, by unremitting 
attention, constant labor, great personal out- 
lay of money and ‘patience, as well as supply- 
ing new music as occasion demanded, main- 
tained and continued a choir which was sec- 
ond to tew outside of the choirs of Trinity 
Parish, New York. | 

The writer was one of the first members of 
the choir, continuing witb it for sone years, 
with two intermissions. He well remembers 
tne crude periormances at the beginnmy, as 
weil also the uncomfortable wooden chairs 
furnisbed for seats, which often went tumbimg 
into the chance! on rising to the feet. Mr. P. 
C. Lutkin was one of the first members and 
progressed rapidly from the ranks of the 
boys to fill the position of organist. This 
gentieman is now organist and choirmaster at 
St. Clement's. 

The cathedral choir, then, must be given the 
place of honor in reiation to similar organiza- 
tions; for, by its years of thorough work and 
absolutely voluntary service, the way was 
made plain for the formation in this city o 
other choirs of like nature. T. D. P.
